WABSHINGTON, June 16.—The general
deficiency blll was considered to-day by
the house, but was not disposed of. It
prcbably will be tak#n up to-morrow and
passed, unless the private calendar is
urged.

In the general debate mpon the bill, Mr.

He Sueoeceds in Having Thirty-eight
Osages Restered to Thelr
Rights.

WABHINGTON, June M.—(8Bpecial) The
best pleased man in Washington to-day =
Judge McDougul. He and Judge Warwick
Hugh, of Bt. Louls, have expended lots of
time and bralns during the past year or
two In trying to get forty-one halftiredd
Osage Indians, who were stricken from
the Osage annuity roll and deprived of all
other rights as members of that tribe, re-
stored to that roll and all other rights.
To-day the assistant attorney general ren-
dered an exhaustive opinion which restoves
to all their rights as Osages thirty-eight
of the forty-one clients of McDougal and
Hugh. This means that each ona s re-
Stored and their childrén and descendants
will for all time get nearly 300 annually
per head, and each will get a full share in
the large and fertile flelds of the Osages
down in the Indian Territory. The money
and lands will in time aggregate milllons
in value, and it ls presumed that the fge
will correspond with the total sum In-
volved, although Judge McDougal deciined

to name the amount.

The brief and arguments filed show that
the principal question involved was whethpr
Paul Loise, the ancestor of the clalmants,
was of Osage blood. To determine this the
Catholic cathedral records at St. Louis
back in the last century were brought out,
the “Annals of the French and Bpanish
Domination at St. Louls' from 1784 to 1804,
and a French book printed In Paris in 1827
and glving an account of a visit to France
in that year of six Osages, with Paul Loiss
as thelr Interpreter, waa also in evidence,
But the most important evidence was the
treaty made with the Osages In 1508 at Fort

Clark, which was located down
sourl river about twenty miles mg'%f""

Kansas City now stands, and the treaty
made with that tribe in 185, for In both of
thess treaties this same Paul Lailse was the
interpreter. Hia case being won, after tele-
graphing pews of t.he victory to his clients
and assoclates counul. Judge McDougal, in
company with Webster Davis, spent the
ufternoon in calling soclally upon the presi-
dent and several! cabinet officers. ‘To-
morrow he will arrangs to have the an-
nuities, which for some years have been
withheld from his clients, paid to them at
once and will probably start for home on
Saturday afternoon.
